RESUME  OF  OPERATIONS: 

At  the  annual  adjourned  Town  Meeting  on  March  8,  1948,  appropria- 
tions were  voted  to  the  extent  of  $351,302.10. 

A  tax  rate  of  26  mills  was  levied  on  taxable  property  of  $10,957,408.00 
which  together  with  Indirect  Revenues  from  miscellaneous  sources, 
exceeded  the  appropriations  set  forth  above  by  $3,899.51.

EXHIBIT  "A"— GENERAL  FUND 

CASH  ON  HAND— $342.70 

Cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  actual  count  and  was  deposited  in  the 
bank  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  year. 

CASH  ON  DEPOSIT— $8,115.67 

Cash  in  bank  was  confirmed  with  the  depository,  the  New  Haven 
Bank,  N.B.A.  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  town  records. 
All  cash  is  promptly  deposited.  The  deposits  are  readily  traceable  to 
receipts,  and  balances  are  reconciled  monthly  with  bank  statements. 

WORKING  FUNDS— $150.00 

The  funds  of  the  Trial  Justice  Court  are  on  deposit  with  the  Home 
National  Bank  of  Meriden,  Connecticut  with  whom  the  balance  was 
confirmed,  The  details  of  this  fund  are  shown  in  Schedule  (7). 
The  Tax  Collector  Fund  represents  cash  used  for  making  change  and 
the  Board  of  Education  fund  is  of  the  imprest  type.  These  were 
verified  by  actual  count.

The  balances  as  shown  above,  pertaining  to  Property  Taxes,  were 
confirmed  to  the  extent  of  approximately  30%.  An  analysis  of  replies 
from  said  confirmations  is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  "N".  The  list  of  uncol- 
lected taxes,  both  property  and  old  age  assistance,  was  checked  with 
the  rate  bills  and  footings  verified.  The  respective  balances  of  the 
delinquent  accounts  were  drawn  off  on  adding  machine  tapes  and 
found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  Control  Accounts.  The  Abstract 
was  properly  prepared  and  acknowledged  under  oath  by  three  as- 
sessors. The  Abstract  footings  of  the  tax  amounts  were  verified  and 
were  in  agreement  with  the  Current  Rate  Bill,  which  was  duly  signed 
by  the  Selectmen.  The  Tax  Collector's  Warrant  was  also  properly 
executed.

UNCOLLECTED  TAXES— (continued) 

There  were  no  abatements  of  taxes  on  real  property.  Errors  of  addi- 
tions and  deductions  were  approved  by  the  Boards  of  Assessors  and 
Selectmen. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  collect  the  delinquent  old  age  assis- 
tance taxes  during  the  coming  year,  and  the  remaining  open  accounts 
will  be  transferred  to  the  Suspense  Tax  Book. 

All  collections  by  the  Tax  Collector  were  duly  deposited  and  were  in 
agreement  with  the  total  receipts  and  deposits  by  the  Town  Treasurer 
to  whom  all  receipts  are  turned  over. 

A  test  check  of  interest  and  penalties  disclosed  that  they  were  imposed 
in  accordance  with  statutory  regulations. 

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE— $18,638.10 

This  amount  represents  receivables  from  the  State  of  Connecticut  as 
set  forth  in  Schedule  (8)  and  was  verified  at  the  source. 

NOTES  PAYABLE— BANK— $3,500.00 

This  indebtedness  is  a  balance  of  a  sum  originally  borrowed  in  1946, 
per  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  in  September  1946,  from  The  Home 
National  Bank  of  Meriden,  Conn.  The  note  was  renewed  on  two 
previous  occasions  and  at  the  last  due  date,  October  22,  1948  a  pay- 
ment of  $1,000.00  on  the  principal  was  made.  It  is  due  October  22,  1949 
and  interest  is  at  the  rate  of  \xk%.  The  bank  confirmed  the  balance.

EXHIBIT  "C"— CAPITAL  FUND 

An  issue  of  serial  bonds  in  the  principal  sum  of  $395,000.00  was  au- 
thorized at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  February  21,  1949.  The 
purpose  of  this  bond  issue  is  three  fold;  (1)  to  finance  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  elementary  school,  for  which  an  appropriation  of 
$250,000.00  was  authorized;  (2)  to  liquidate  the  balance  of  note  in- 
debtedness of  $130,500.00  on  the  Cheshire  Heights  School  built  re- 
cently, and  (3)  to  pay  the  Town's  share  of  the  debt  of  Regional  High 
School  District  No.  2  in  the  sum  of  $14,000.00.

COMMENTS 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  were  deposited  in  a  separate 
bank  account.  The  respective  amounts  of  indebtedness,  described  above, 
have  been  paid  in  accordance  with  the  plans,  together  with  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  bond  issue.  Two  tracts  of  land  for  the  school 
site  have  been  purchased  and  construction  of  the  elementary  school 
building  is  now  in  progress.  During  the  year,  final  payments  were 
made  on  the  Cheshire  Heights  School  and  the  balance  of  $5,312.01 
remaining  in  that  special  fund  account  was  transferred  to  the  General 
Fund.  However,  since  any  unexpended  fund  of  this  kind  is  required 
by  statute  to  be  used  in  liquidating  the  indebtedness  outstanding,  this 
balance  is  shown  as  due  to  the  Capital  Fund  and  will  be  applied  in 
accordance  with  statutory  requirements. 

CASH  ON  DEPOSIT— $239,355.25 

This  cash  represents  the  remaining  balances  of  the  sum  borrowed 
for  the  purchase  of  the  Peck  property  and  the  money  received  from 
the  sale  of  bonds.  The  balances,  which  were  reconciled  with  the  bank 
statements  and  also  confirmed  by  the  banks,  are  as  follows:

EXHIBIT  "H"— REPORT  OF  TREASURER 

Receipts  from  the  town  departments  were  verified  with  departmental 
records.  Receipts  from  the  State  of  Connecticut  were  verified  by  ex- 
amination of  the  records  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  State  High- 
way Department,  State  Treasurer  and  State  Comptroller.  All  funds 
were  correctly  recorded. 

Expenditures  were  compared  with  approximately  50%  with  approved 
invoices,  payrolls  and  cancelled  checks.  Test  checks  were  made  to  the 
extent  of  25%  of  extentions  and  proper  account  classifications.  Cash 
discounts  were  taken  whenever  possible. 

EXHIBIT  "I"— DEBT  STATEMENT 

The  debt  limit  as  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  $664,651.55  which, 
diminished  by  the  Note  Payable  in  General  Fund — $3,500.00,  Note 
Payable  in  Capital  Fund  of  $31,000.00,  and  Bonds  Payable  in  Capital 
Fund  of  $395,000.00  or  a  sum  total  of  $429,500.00,  leaves  a  debt  mar- 
gin of  $235,151.55.

If  there  ever  was  a  time  when  it  was  necessary  to  stand  back  and 
take  a  good  look  at  what  we  are  doing  in  our  schools,  now  is  that  time. 
This  year  marks  the  close  of  a  period  in  school  organization  for  Cheshire, 
along  with  the  towns  of  Bethany  and  Prospect.  From  this  point  forward, 
Cheshire  will  be  planning  schools  to  take  care  of  Cheshire  only,  and 
will  be  concerned  with  a  forward-looking  program,  at  present  for  the 
children  of  the  elementary  school  grades,  ultimately  for  children  of  the 
high  school  grades.  Cheshire,  like  most  towns  in  Connecticut  and  of  the 
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nation,  is  growing  rapidly,  the  birth  rate  has  increased  and  many  new 
families  have  moved  into  the  town.  Enrollments  have  mounted  rapidly 
so  that  it  is  necessary  to  build  another  school  to  accommodate  the  in- 
creased numbers  in  the  primary  grades.  As  each  grade  progresses  up- 
ward, these  increased  numbers  will  be  passed  along  so  that  just  by 
growing  one  year  older,  more  facilities  are  needed  each  year.  Another 
new  school  has  been  authorized  by  the  voters  of  Cheshire  and  it  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  January  first,  1950. 

During  the  past  four  years,  progress  has  been  made  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  school  program.  During  the  1945-6  the  teachers  of  the  three 
towns  met  monthly  as  a  group  and  developed  a  broad  curriculum  guide 
for  the  Social  Studies  (geography,  history  and  civics).  During  1946-7, 
the  group  worked  on  the  Language  Arts  program  (reading,  spelling, 
writing,  literature  and  English).  During  1947-48  they  concentrated 
on  reading,  and  several  took  a  course  entitled  READING  WORKSHOP 
offered  by  the  Teachers  College  in  New  Haven.  During  1948-9  the  group 
worked  on  Arithmetic.  A  course  was  given  this  year  by  the  Teachers 
College  entitled  CURRICULUM  MATERIALS.  These  meetings  of  the 
combined  faculties  under  leadership  of  outside  professional  specialists 
served  as  a  medium  for  study  of  the  elementary  school  program.  Grow- 
ing out  of  them,  the  teachers  with  their  principals  and  superintendent 
have  now  developed  curriculum  guides  and  study  outlines  in  the  major 
areas  of  instruction,  the  main  purpose  of  which  is  to  improve  the  educa- 
tional program  for  your  children.  Consistent  with  best  present  practice, 
emphasis  is  given  to  sound  mastery  of  fundamentals,  as  a  basis  of 
gaining  an  understanding  of  everyday  living  in  our  democracy.  Citizen- 
ship is  stressed  throughout  and  the  children  learn  of  the  lands  and  cul- 
tures of  other  peoples  so  that  they  might  know  better  and  understand 
better  the  rights  and  privileges  of  being  an  American. 

May  24th  the  eight  grades  visited  the  legislature  in  session  at 
Hartford,  and  saw  at  first  hand  the  democratic  process  of  making  the 
laws  of  Connecticut. 

Metropolitan  achievement  tests  were  given  to  all  pupils  in  all  eight 
grades  in  March  as  a  measure  of  comparison  with  national  standards. 
Given  at  this  time,  there  remained  three  months  for  remedial  work 
where  needed.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  71  eighth  grade  pupil's 
achievement  on  these  tests: 
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6  pupils  tested  eleventh  grade 
22  pupils  tested  tenth  grade 
14  pupils  tested  ninth  grade 
14  pupils  tested  eighth  grade 
12  pupils  tested  seventh  grade 
Only    3  pupils  tested  below  seventh  grade 
This  is  an  unusually  good  record,  showing  78.8%  of  the  class  up  to 
or  above  grade  and  less  than  5%  more  than  one  year  below  grade  level 
in  achievement.  In  each  case  the  4.2%  doing  below  seventh  grade  work 
were  working  up  to  their  capacity  to  do  academic  work. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  outstanding  hot  lunch  programs 
being  conducted  by  the  Cheshire  Heights  Community  Club  at  the  Chesh- 
ire Heights  School  and  by  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  at  the  Humis- 
ton  School.  A  well-balanced  hot  lunch  has  been  prepared  at  minimum  cost 
to  the  parents  with  the  Federal  aid  assistance.  Cooperation  of  mothers 
in  assisting  daily  in  the  preparation  and  serving  of  the  lunches  also 
helps  considerably  in  keeping  costs  down. 

The  superintendent  of  Schools  has  made  frequent  visits  to  the  class- 
rooms and  he  has  held  conferences,  both  individual  and  group  with  the 
teachers  and  principals  relative  to  work  being  done  in  the  classrooms. 
During  the  weeks  previous  to  the  time  when  the  eighth  grade  pupils  find 
it  necessary  to  select,  first,  the  high  school  and  second,  the  course  in  the 
chosen  high  school,  the  superintendent  met  several  times  with  the  pupils 
for  discussions  and  counsel  with  them  relative  to  those  choices.  The 
eighth  grade  teachers  gave  special  attention  to  developing  habits  of  in- 
dependent study  in  preparation  for  attendance  in  high  school.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

September,  1949 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  render  my  report  as  Health  Officer  of  Cheshire  for  the 
year  ending  September  1,  1949. 

The  health  conditions  of  Cheshire  in  the  past  year  have  again  been 
fairly  satisfactory.  We  have  had  29  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  117  cases 
of  Chickenpox,  51  cases  of  Pneumonia,  34  cases  of  German  Measles,  178 
cases  of  Measles,  7  cases  of  Mumps,  16  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3  cases 
of  Tuberculosis,  4  cases  of  Syphilis,  and  1  case  of  Gonorrhea.  Physical 
examinations  were  given  to  all  school  children  in  the  first,  fourth,  and 
eighth  grades.  All  children  of  the  first  and  eighth  were  also  given  the 
Schick  Test  with  the  following  results;  78  per  cent  were  immune, 
22  per  cent  needed  booster  shots.  All  pre-school  children  were  examined 
and  those  requiring  vaccinations  and  immunization  against  diphtheria 
were  so  immunized. 

A  large  number  of  sewerage  nuisances  were  reported,  inspected, 
and  most  of  these  have  been  abated.  With  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
town,  the  sewerage  problem  is  becoming  more  and  more  important. 
Homes  built  in  areas  where  drainage  is  poor  and  the  size  of  the  building 
lot  inadequate  for  proper  sewerage  disposal  are  becoming  more  numer- 
ous. The  State  Department  of  Health  is  urging  Cheshire  to  institute  a 
Building  Code,  which  would  prevent  a  great  deal  of  inconvenience  and 
expense  to  home  builders.
